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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant is attempting to amend the claims to 
change the required component C which may be chosen from various C groups which each have specified variables to overcome the cited 
reference and to further distinguish the C-1-1 group cited by the referenced from the claims. The amended claims appear to change the 
defined C-2 group in such as way as to overcome the citations previously relied upon in the primary reference thereby requiring further 
seach. However, the amendment does not overcome the disclosure of C-1-1 n-oleyl sarcosonic acid. It is unclear how the N-oleyl 
sarcosinic acid of Table 2 which is Ciba's Sarkosil O (or the other sarcosinic acids as disclosed in [0040]) fails to meet the formula 
limitations of component C-1-1. Applican'ts arguments are not commensurate with the scope of the claims as no requirement for n-oleoyl 
sarcosine is required, only a composition meeting the limitation of the formula C-1-1. It is also noted that the N-oleoyl sarcosine is not 
defined by CAS number in the specification or in the claims and it unclear where the CAS number relied upon in the Remarks was 
identified. For the aforementioned reasons, the rejections previously set forth have not been overcome by the proposed amendment or the 
Remarks. 
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
